Of Salk Vaccine Distribution

WASHINGTON lf) — House Re­ 
publican Leader Martin of Mas­ 
sachusetts said Wednesday he favors 
“some federal supervision'* over 
distribution of the Salk polio vac­ 
cine.

controls. 
Their goal is to assure that, while 
supplies are still scarce, the vac­ 
cine goes first to children in the 
8 to 9 age group, which Is most 
susceptible to polio. 
Most of the plans call for young­ 
er children to get the next prior­ 
ity. Several bills abo would con­ 
trol prices of the vaccine. 
The Elsenhower administration 
has favored trying voluntary meth­ 
ods first. 
Martin said he had no recom­ 
mendations but thought a House 
committee "should look into" the 
m atter of controls. 
Chairman Spence <D-Ky) of the 
House Banking Committee, which 
handles controls legislation, said 
he hoped to be able to start hear­ 
ings by Friday. 
Chairman Priest (D-Tenn) of the 
H o u s e 
Commerce 
Committee, 
which handles general health m at­ 
ters, cautioned against too hasty 
action, He said his committee is 
"watching the situation very close­ 
ly but we haven't yet reached the 
point where we think legislative 
action is required or desirable at 
the present time."

Gen. Nguyen Thanh Phuong, com­ 
mander of the Cao Dai religious 
army, promised the cheering group 
that not only would Bao Dal* be 
deposed but the monarchy would 
be abolished.

FRESNO. Calif. UP) — Did you 
have raisins on your winter menu? 
Its almost a sure bet they came 
from a small, four-county area In 
the Bar. Joaquin Valley. 
The growers there say they pro­ 
duce 40 per cent of the world supply 
of raisins and almost IOO per cent of ; 
the U. 8 tonnage. Now* they are 
working In their own research or­ 
ganisation to get you to use more 
raisins. 
Th* Industry got its start in 1872 
when William Thompson sent east 
for cuttings of a hothouse grape he 
remembered from hi* boyhood in 
England. 
He grafted the cuttings to 
three muscat vines at his Sutter 
County ranch. 
He did not dream 


that he was on the way to turn a 
luxury item Into a household staple 
I 
—and a huge industry that now re­ 
turns upwards of 49 million dollars 
to growers annually. 
4-County Belt 
Raisin variety grapes are grown 
primarily In what is known as the I 
I raisin belt—Madera. Fresno, Kings 
1 and Tulare Counties—because of the 
'.semi-desert climate, rich soil and 
because the flat valley floor is Ideal ! 
for Irrigated farming and mech­ 
anized operations. 
Several other varieties of grapes 
are dried for raisins on a smaller 
scale but Thompsons are by far the 
most popular. 
The raisin growers have had a 
long battle to control the marketing 
j of their business. 
In 1912. a coop­ 
erative called The California Asso­ 
ciated Raisin Co. was formed. 
That 
organization, 
later 
renamed 
The 
Sun-Maid Growers of California, to­ 
day is the largest raisin packing 
concern in the world. 
In recent years the raisin men 
have Joined In setting up a federal 
raisin marketing order. All raisins j 


termed surplus are removed from 
competitive channels and are placed 
in a pool for export or sale to a non­ 
competitive agency. 
Advisory Board 
The raisin growers and packers 
liave established a California Raisin 
Advisory Board. Tile job of this 
agency is to carry on an educational 
and research program. 
Research has resulted In such new 
products as raisin ice cream, raisin

WASHINGTON OP— A 73-13 Sen­ 
ate victory for President Eisen- 
llw e r ’E foreign trade bill today 
Assured him of the first new tariff-

The bill, pased by the Senate 
last night, now goes to conference 
with the House to resolve differ­ 
ences. But the two versions both 
contain the kep provisions sought 
by the President. 
•nuts he is assured of a three- 
year extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Act to June 30, 1958, plus 
new authority to reduce tariffs in 
8 per cent stages in each year of 
the extension. These reductions are 
to be in return for trade conces­ 
sions from other free world na­ 
tions. 
The Senate ran for 12 hours yes­ 
terday and la.st night to push the 
bill through after three days* de­ 
bate.

The measure passed 
alm ost exactly in the form recom ­ 
m ended by the Finance Commit­ 
tee. 
Expects House Approval 
Sen. Bvrd (D-Va>, floor m anager 
of the bill, told a reporter today 
he believes the House conferees 
will agree to accept all the Senate 
changes in the bill except one 
The exception, he said, is an 
am endm ent 
to broaden grounds 
under which an industry can seek

under the escape clause. 
This am endm ent is the only one 
adopted In the Senate without ap­ 
proval by the adm inistration, Byrd 
noted. And even it would leave

3. Elim ination of authority for
